The 
cheetc hal wes, that Bookes which 
arc ſet foorth vnto the eyes of all the 
world, had necd to be circumſ{pettly and 
diligently examined , betore they be 
made as a glaſle for all men tolooke vp=- 
pon. For, when as there are many behol- 
ders there are alſo many faulr finders. 
Andin this imple e work there are many 
faultes, through 1 1gnorance and want of.

{kill committed: xhich I confefle, not to

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be done of malice or negligente, but in 
truth, my ſimple and ynlearned capaci- 
tic could do no better. The faults are 
theſe. The rough and harſhe ſtile, being 
rudely and without any good methode 
ſet downe, becauſe I want the helpe of 
thoſe artes, which comly & aptly couch 
ſentences together, whereby the Rea- 
der might take the more delectation .in 
reading and peruſing of books. The or- 
der ſhould haue beene amended,jt time 
would haue ſuftred,but fince it js other- 
wiſe, I beleech thee accept my good 
will . If any of the familie carpe atthis 
booke,becaule of the rudeneſle thereof, 
letthem anſwer it,and a reply will ſpee- 
dily be perfourmed, wherin their expec-= 
tation ſhalbe ſatiſficd (I doubt is, by 
men of godly knowledge andlcarning. 
In the meanc time,]I will declare y cauſe 
that made me more willing to ſatiſhe 
my friendes requeſt, There are many di- 
ligent and godly teachers,which in pla« 
ces conuenient do inuey and impugne 
the dotrine of the familic of Loue, and 
yet are not throughly acquainted ther- 
with; whereby many inthe {ame ww”

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take occaſion to exclame agaialt them, 
as \launderers of their doctrine: and ma« 
ny allo of Gods children, hearing the fa- 
mily of loue ſpoken againſt, are defirous 
to know what opinions & doctrine they 
holde and profeſl*., Therfore I thought 
it my ductic, which I owe vnto Chrittes 
Churchrfas a member therof) to ytter 8 
make manifeſ(t ynto all perſons, what I 
know touching the Authours and doc- 

trine of the ſame family. And ſeeing that 
wee liue among(t lo many cnimies of 
Chrittes Goſpell, which obiect againſt 
vs varictie 1n opimons, It 1s yerie requi- 
fate, y cueric member in Chriſts Church, 
put to his helping hand , to cleanſe and 
purge the Church from ſuch errours 8 

falſe doctrine, as through the malice of 
Sathan daily creepethin . Forif we hea 
ring Chriſt Ieſus his death and pafſhon 
(which is our only comfort) blemiſhed 
and darkened by the ſuttle fetches and 
perſuafions of erronious & wicked men, 

poſſeſſed with fantaſticall ſpirites, and 

ſhall not be moued with zeale: how ap- 

peareth any loue of God or Chriſt Ieſus 

in ys?ar where is become the fruits that

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ſhould ſhewe a iuſtifying faith? Many 
that areat caſe andliue ſecurely, rhinke 
that this crrour will of it ſelfe vanith & 
decay, without ſtirre or gaine ſaying, 
Which ſaying bewraieth ro much their 
want of the true feare and loue of God, 
For,if we ſhal daily heare but our friend 
euill ſpoken of, and be till and filent 
thereat, what louec or friendſhip appea- | 
rethin vs? Howe muche more ought 
we to be zcalouſlly affc&ted when the 
glorice of our G OD, and the office 
of Chriſte Ieſus our Lorde, ſhalbe ſha» 
dowed and impaired, we ſlceping ſe- 
curely without touche or motion 0 
true zeale orloue2 Andif we looke in- 
to the daily increaſe of this crrour , we 
{hall then beholde our ſlouth and ncg- 
ligence, For in many ſhires of this our 
countrie, there are mectings & conuen=- 
ticles of this familie af loue,& into what 
number they are grown,my hart reweth 
toſpeake,that which.one of the ſame ſo- 
cictic did auouch to me for truth. Ther- 
fore it is time to withſtand their impious 
opinions, and cucrie one according to 
kis charge and office in the Churche 
of 
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of Chrilt,to purge and cleanſe the ſame, 
from the dregges and blaſphemies of H, 
N. and his family, And although many 
crrours & much falſe doctrine is taught 
1n the family , more then is here expreſ(- 
ſed, (which to touch all would require 2 
longer diſcoucrie and a more learned 
Aughor,) yet Ihaue ſet downe (for a taſt 
or ſhew)lome of their doctrine, that che 
children of G O D may be armed afore 
hand, and take heede of ſuchimpious 
blaſphemics as ZH. V. tcacheth. Many 
Bookes are abroadc, which I haue nor 
leene, and many I hauc {cene,which T 
could.not haue the vie of to reade, For 
except one will be pliant to their doc- 
trine,and ſheie good will thereto, he 
ſhall hardly ger any of their bookes, no, 
nor they will not conferre, nor talke of 
any pointes of their dofrine with any, 
except it be to ſuch as they finde incli- 
ned &(as they tearme it) willingly min- 
ded thereto, 

And here I protcſt,that what my pen 
ſhall vtter,cither touching the perſon of 
H..N. or his doCtrinc, I malice him nor, 
nor his familic,I rather pittic the 8& their 

A.1i1}. caſe,that 
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that ſo many-ſfimple people arc by his 
doctrine -leduced and decciued: neither 
will Ianouche anything, which Thaue 
not fufticient warrahit to proue, As tou- 
ching his perfon-and behaujour , Ihaue 
che teftimonie of diuers ancient perlos, 
& of good credite,of the Dutch church, 

iwho. haue brene- acquainted with. ihe 

fame H.N. and haue dwelt together in 
one citic;andin one [{treere, being neere 
neighbours & familiar friends,who haue 
declared: and reſtified the certeintie of 
his behauiour,and demeanour. And tou- 
ching his doctin; I hauc vied this order, 

toſer down the Authours-owne ſpeech, 

not adding or diminiſhing atiy thing, 
with the name of the Book, Chapter,or 
follio. And whereas I have directed 
much ſpeech vnto the familic,the cauſe 

is this. I haue beene familiar with ſome 
of them of long time,and haue hadlarge 
diſcourles and confirence with many of 
them: thetefore if my {1mple {pcech, vt- 
tred by pen, may do any of them good, 
I haue that I dere, And this hath beene 
an other cauſc, why more willingly I 
condeſcended ento my friends requeſt.

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And becauſe H. N. and his family haue 
proteſted, that the tructh hath no where 
becne taught in the world fince the A- 
poſtles time , but” now by the familie : 
how yaine this their aſlertion-is, in it ſelf

to what purpoſe haue ſo many notable 
men ſ{uftered Martyrdome, both in the 
ptimatiue Church vnder heathen Em- 
perours,& daily do ſufter vnder the per- 
ſecuting and cruel Papiſts ? If theſe haue 
not ſuftered tor the trueth , where ſhall 
we ſeeke for tructh? at the handes of H. 
N?*Whole doctrine fo farre diſagreeth 
from tructh, as light from darkenefle . 
This is a true ſaying, Tr#th /ouerh no cor- 
ners,it the doctrine of H. N. be a trueth, 
why is it taught in corners ? why dare 
none ſtep foorth to maintaine the doc- 
trine of F.N. being euery where ſpoken 
againſt ? why dare none of the /llrmnate 
Elders ('which- can not erre nor ſinne) 
come before the fimple ones in Chriſtes 
ichole, and prouetheir authors doctrine 

A.Y. good 
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good bythe holy Scripture ? Their an- 
{were is, that feare of death doth cauſe 
them to be ſilent, Did.Chriſt or his Apo= 
ſtlesſo ? If we perteine vnto Chriſte Ic- 
ſus, we mult * be like ynto him in ſuffe- 
ring, that we may reigne with him, (be=- 
ing called to witnes be truth.) And this 
is a thing alſo to be wondred at among(t 
the Familie, that if conference be yrged 
at their handes, they denie it ytterly: if 
diſputation be offered, they flee from it 
egerly. Thereaſfon is, their doctrine da- 
xeth not to abide the light, nor the triall 
of the touchltone. If there were nothing 
elſe to proue their doctrine falle, this 
were ſufficient, I could declare of diſ- 
ſentions that are amongelt them, and 
howe many. of their great Rabbines, or 
Illaminate Elders, haue bene plaine Ar- 
rians, and have recanted at Pauls Crofle: 
Alſo howe often they haue altered their 
opinions, as well touching communitie 
of things, as diuers other pointes, Bur 
bicauſe they will laye tomy charge, 
that I ſeeke only. to makeghem odious 
to the worlde, I ceaſe to ſpeake aty fur- 
ther, bicauſc Irelt, hoping in their con- 
ucrs 
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verſion, which Ibcſcech the Lorde our 
God to grant tor his Chriits ſake, There 
is one other thing which(as they affirm) 
moueth the ro be filent, bicaule there is 
no publique Magiſtrate y wil maintaine 
their doctrine : therefore they are con- 
frainedto be ill. If this be a cauſe tufh- 
cient,let the Reader judge , Shall atruth 
be hidden, bicauſe no  Magiftrate will 
gjue it maintenance? Certainly if the A- 
eltles had ceaſed to preach C brit ,yntil 
they had warrant from the Masiltrare, [ 
thinke many nations had bene yet v- 
conuerted.Bur I will not let to put them 
in memorie where thei had maintenance 
of a Magiſtrate.Euen in CMnnſter a citic 
of Westphalia, where lohn Lezden, and 
Snipper Dolling, ſheweth the fruites and 
effeces of their doctrine. Nothing they 
taught nor publiſhed, but that which 
they afhrmed to receiuc from God b 
reuelation, What murders, what abho- 
minations they exerciled during their 
reigne and goucrnement, oh Sleydan,(a

man liuing at that time, —_ of good Cre- 


dite ) hath manifeſtly publiſhed and de- 
clared , And thele men were Hollarders, 
and

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and ſchollers of Danid George,whoſe dif. g 


ciple your author H.N.was at that time, 
although nowe he publiſh his doctrine 
in his owne name, and ſaith,that he hath 


recciued the ſame not by mans miniſte- ' 


ric, but at y mouth of God, whoſe ſound 
and yoyce he faith he hath heard . The 
Scriptures do teach ys to flee from ſuch 
men as boaſt of ſuch vanities, that they 
are taught by reuelation. For * Paxl,whe 
he was conuerted, was ſent by Chriſt to 
Ananu to be inſtructed,” Cornelwmy was 
{ſentto Peter . Almightic God to teach 
bis children, vſeth alwaycs the office and 
miniſterie of mi. The 1fraclites had their 
Prophetes, men inſtructed by God, I 
graunt: but they had their teltimonie of 
their calling ioyned withtheir office, as 


 aſeale,& badge, which was,a bold pub- 


lication of their meſſage withour feare, 
becaulc it was a trueth, and there was 
ioynced commonly therewith the wor- 
king, of myracles : which feales your 
authour wanteth, For neither FH. N. nor 
any that followe y doctrine,dare bold- 
ly ſpeake what they belecue, * nor ren- 


der a reaſon of their faith and hope, as 
the 
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H. N. calleth himſelte a prophet , and 
hath intituled a Booke, called The Pro- 
pheſie of the ſpirite of loue; in which booke 
his manifeſt follie is openly declared, as 
by reading this ſmall treatiſe thou ſhalt 
find. The Lord God for his Chriſts ſake, 
open their eyes,and mollifie their harde 
and ſtonie hearts,that th:y may beholde 
the ſuttleties conteined in the doctrine 
of the family , and imbrace the joytull 
promites which Chriſt our Lord hath ſet 
foorth to ys in his Goſpell, and that his 
Goſpel, and his Church may be free 
from ſuch deprauers of Chriſt Teſus his 
death and paſſion.

teine ftnrre was in the towne tending 
to a tumultf , And theſe two bzeth:en 
had pzepared money with other furni- 
ture,to ayd(as they p2etfded) their bze- 
thzen in Munſter a citte of Weſtphalia : 
who were diſtreſſed by a free of the no- 
ble men,as you may read tn the r. boke 
of Sleydanes Comentraries : # although 
he giue them fo name Anabapriſts, (fo;

ly it1s p2obable that Dauid Georges 
followers were there,vnto whom theſe

Ecame to Emden, a citie of Weſtfrize - 
land, Iohn Nicholas was a bzewer: by 
occupation, but Henric was a.Mercer, 
and called commonly Henric of Amiter- 
dam,Ye was a man of a reaſonable fall 
ſtaturc,ſomewhat groſſe in bodte , Ve 
had a ſonne, who kept his ſhop, called 
Iohn Nicholas, This Hcnrie was verie 
b2ane in his apparell, he would goin 
his crimſen (atten doublet cuerie holt- 
day. Henrie gaue himſelfe to w2iting of 
bokes, which. he put in p2in, eſpectally 
on? amonglt the reſt, which was the 
chicfe.called The glaſle of righteoulnes,

what 1Boks w2itten,it were a wonder 
to bohold, But when co2rupticn began 
by litle and litle to ſp2ead her (elfe, and 
got the face of a Church : © how were 
diſſentions appeaſed, 4 no vartctie ſes 
med fo be ? where as in deede , nothing 
was taught 02 publithed but d2cams F 
deuiſes of men:who leaning the cerfein 
and knowen wayes of y Lo2d renealed 
in hts wozd, betoke thrſclucs to depend 
vpd the pocrines of m2n.15:at if we defs 
cend into theſe laſte fimes, wherezn we 
line, and marke the wticdon:e of God ur 
gouerninahis Churche , how he hati. 
manifeſted his fonne Ch217 Jefus with 
an bncouered face, to the arcaf comtozt 
of his child2cn, how the doting dzeams” 
of men are vaniſhed, how nothing but 
Chailt Jeſus is lifted vp with pzap{cs, 
as the unmedtate and only cauſe of aur; 
ſaluation , how the true vſe of wozkes 
ts placed, not as any cauſe, biit as the 
C.1j, fruits 
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fryites of our tuftification. And vet fs 
ſee how buſily ſathan (enuping the p20s 
ſperifie of Chziſtes ſpouſe)endeuoureth 
daily in-his mebers, to trouble and diſf- 
quret this peaceable Ston., by rayſing 
vp divers ffrange and monſterou$: he- 
reſies,as the Anabapriſtes, the Free will 
men, the Arrians,the Pelagians, and the 
Familic of Loue, with many others, 
which herefics the Diuell mo2e bufily 
ſoweth nowe, to diſquiet the Churche, 
then herefofoze in þ time of igqnozance, 
when he lulled the moſt part of p wozld 
merrours and d2cames of men, And 
ſeing that cuerie errour doeth ſzke his 
cloake & defence by the holte ſcripture, 
yet wehaue great cauſe to retoyce,that

the other once p2ofcfſing the Goſpell of 
Ch2:1lt Jeſus, was nowe furned vnto 
the errour of H.N. The other anſwered, 
It 1s a wiſe Goſpell which J pzofefſed 
then, knowe an other manner of Goſs 
pell farre betfer then that: in ſuch repus 
tafion baue the Familie the bokes and 
doctrine of H.N, 1But why H.N.intitus 
leth his followers, A Familie of Loue, Y 
think it fo be a myſterie not to be expli- 
cated, Cucry errour hath ſuppoſed them 
ſelues tobe the true Church, but H. N. 
is contented that his be counted a Fas 
milie, Why he addeth this wozd Love, 
J could never perfectly learne, but as 
ſomehaue interp:eted tome, this wo2p 
Louc, in many places ofthe authour, 
doth ſignifie,the Þaicftie of God : as in 
theſe th:e& phzaſes: T he louely being of 
the Loue : 02, The manly oldneſſe in the 
Louc.Yere,Loue, is take in both places

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| fos God,acco2ding fo this ſaying, Dew 


et Charnas,God is Loue : but why they 
ble this pzonoune the,ſomuch, J canof 
well vnderfand, Jf 1s true,fhat God is 
Loue,oz2 Charitie,fo is he Iuſtice,ſo is he 
Mercie, and all other like vertues : buf 
they are not m him as qualities,one ex- 
celling an other,as they reigne in man: 
but he is Loue without meaſure, cuen 
Loue tt ſelfe,cuen ſo Iuſtice it ſelf, euen 
ſo Mercy it ſelfe : hes all Louc,he 1s al 
Mercy, he is all Iuſtice. But when we 
ſpeake of any of theſe which pzocede 
from the Bateitte of God, we vnder- 
ſfande not by any one of theſe God him 
ſelfe, Fo2 as his lone ts exceeding great, 
ſo his mercy alſo $ therefo2e by as god 
right may an other bzing fo:th a doc- 
trine o2 Familie of Mercie, as H. N. a 
Familie of Loue: Foz mercy is our aret 

coinfo2f,s mercy 1s the faireſt flower of 
our garland. We read in the holy (crip- 
tures of dituers ſozfes of loue, cf which 
th: be p2incipall, The firſt is,p love of 


God towardes 1s chil©2en, ſet ſo2thin tokn, 3415, 


theſe wo2ds,So God loued the world, y 
he gaue his only begotten fonne, y none 
that belecug in him (hould periſke, but 

Ei. haus 
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haue life everlaſting : which loue,howe 
verfect it 1s, and howe excellent, it paſ- 
ſcth the capacitie of man to conceiue, 
much leſle to vtter o2 deſcribe , It caus 
ſed that beloned and clect vcſſell Saint 
Paule, fo exclame and crie out, Oh,the 
excecding greatnefle and depth of the 
loue of God, which loucd ys firſt. 1, Joh, 
4.,Chap.verCſ.19 : this loue 1s perfect in 
deede. Zhe ſecond lone that 1s exp2cſſed, 
is the lone of vs againe towardes God, 
appearing in theſe wozes:It ye loue me, 
keepe my commaundements. And as 
gaine, The loue of God is ſhead abroad 
in our hearts. Rom, 5,Chap. verſl.5, wht- 
che loue in vs,howe vnperfect it is,eue- 
ry one feeleth in him ſclfe, and 1s a wit- 
nefſe, Zhe thirde 1s,the loue that one of 
vs ſhould ſhzwe towards an other, wht- 
che p2operly ts called Charitic : appea- 
ring in theſc wozds. By this ſhall al men 
knowe, that you are my diſciples, if ye 
loue one an other. And againe, A newe 
commaundementI giue vnto you, that 
yc loue one an other. Joh,13, Chap, 14, 
ycrſ, Nowe, if J might be ſo boldeas to 
emaund this gueſtion of H.N.oz any cf 
ther 
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their {lluminate Clders, of which of 
theſe th2e loucs 1s their fellowſhip 2 
If they ſay of the firſt, which is the loue 
of God fowardes man, they deceine the 
ſelues:fo2 of that felowſhip none ts par 
taker,but Ch2iſte Jeſus our Lo2de, Jf 
thet be ofthe ſecond, which is of the loue 
of man towardes our God , it ts ſo ins 
perfect and co2rupt in vs,that  thinke 
they will not acknowledge them ſelues 
to be members of ſuch tmperfection, Af 
they will be of the third, which is of the 
loue we owe one towardes an other, A 
thinke if they enter 17, to ſ& how wealt 
and feeble it is tn vs,and in cuery one of 
Gods «childzen , we ſhall caſily 1udge 
howe farre off from that they ſhould be: 
as tf ye {olkc into ©, Pauls firſt Cyiftle 
13, Chapter, verſe 4. there ſhall you ſee 
the p2operties of loue rightly deſcribed: 
how loue boaſteth :: retoyceth not,ſe. 
keth not her owne, reioy 'cetl1 not in 1! - 
quitie, (uffercth all thinszes,beleeueth all 
thinges , hopeth all thinzes : Indureth ail 
thinges, 13nt ! 50W theſe ſhall be forrnd nn 
any,no, not inthe beſt of Gods child? 
if we rightly trudage ourloines, 3 cannot 
bi ttt, 2 LE 
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diſcerne, Df this laſt lone, if they will 
haue their felowſhip,then let the behold 
how vnperfect 1s thetr Familie, # cons 
trarieto that they vainly bzag. Where 
H.N.hath w2itten theſe wozds, We the 
Elders of the holy vnderſtanding ſhall 
reigne vpon the carth in righteouſneſle, 
and vnder the obedience of loue,mudge y 
world with equitie. When theſe things 
ſhall come to paſſe, this dzeamer which 
would be faken foz a P2ophet, doth nof 
fell vs, Vere Þp mateſt ſee this Pzophete 
perſuading his Familie, 9 the Clders 
thall reigne vpon the earth in tudge- 
ment and equifte, Who would not fols 
lowe this authour thaf ſo plentifully 
will reward hts ſcholers, to make them 
bpon earth Kings and Judges ? J doubf 
his wo2ds be no warrants, no2 his p20- 
miſe any payment: fo2 1t 1s 28, yeres as 
go ſince he made this ſolemne p2ofeſta- 
tion, and yet none of the Familie do 11n- 
toy any part of the p2zomile ; but contra- 
rie1t doth appeare,y none ofhis Clders 
neither in Cngland, Flaunders, o2 elſe 
where,dare once be ſo bold as fo defend

eozners inſinuate vnto the ſimple ſo2k, 
e feed them with many outward p2omis- 
ſes: but to argue 02 diſpute therr cauſe 
with any of Gods child2en,thercin they 
kepe ſilence,and pzetend tano2ance, afs 
firming their elders tobe able to defend 
their Authour and hts doctrin, but they 
are but partakers of the holy vnderſtan 
ding, And when you happen to mate a- 
ny of their Clders, you ſhall fide thenr 
as farre without ſenſe 02 feeling of the 
ſpirit of God,as p ponger ſozt: although 
they can ſet a ſhew of greafer oramtie. 
And bicauſe J hae often made mentio 
of their Jiluminate Clders, J thinke rf 
not amiſſe to name one, and the ſame 
noto:1ouflp known, Þ1s name is Chri- 
{topher Vittell,a toyner by occupation, 
a man that all the dayes of Queene Ma- 
ric, was a feacher of theſe famous heres 
fiques the Arrians,and at Paules Crofle 
did ſolemaly in the firſt yeare of oar ſos 
uereine Ladie Queene £lizabeth,recant 
the ſame errours,as bv the regiſter of » 
biſhay of Londo doth inantifeftly ayeare. 
fAnd nowe,as the olde p2ouerbe ts, he 1s 
gone, A m24/0 in prizes, from cuil to worle, 
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Such men as can not be contenf with 
the ſimple trueth taught in the holy 
ſcripture, but curiouſly ſ&ke fo2 ſingu- 
laritic, do caſily fall into ſuch bypaths, 
as our enimic by his ſubtiltiecan lead 
them vnto, And to ſpeake tructy,this is 
the onely man that hath bzought our 
ſimple people out of the piaine wayes 
of fhe Lozde our God, and hath put ſo 
many toyes of this authour H. N. into 
their heades,that J feare me, they will 
not caſtly be remoued, UWhat traucll he 
yath taken, howe he hath trudged from 
countfrie fo cotintrie, and howe he will 
not once moue his ſpeach,if any learned 
o2 godly perſons, that hath ary true 
knowledrne of the wozde, be p2eſent, is 
very wel known:but among the fiinple 
he 1s peereleſſe , And in deede, the oldeſt 
Clder ofcur Cnaliſh Familie, amongſt 
Wwhome he hath h1s niaintenance, his 
wife 1s reſident in London, with whonr 
( as 1s ſuppoſed ) he hath not bene theſe 
two yearcs, Jn co2ncrs doth this man 
crepe, and dare not Gews his head,noz 
mainfaine that dectrine which he hath 
£aug9t; but certain of bis pupils hane 
bene 
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bene impziſened, who in the end haug 
ſubſcribed acainft the doctrine of H.N. 
which Vittel both teach, Currie doctrimn 
whiche ts truc dare abide the light, but 
the doctrin cf H,N is kept in cozncrs,t 
dare not abide the light: a cerictne Ars 
gument that if is a connferfet doctrine, 
Fo2 no one man dare once open hs 
mouth,o2 put penne fo paper todefends 
their Authoz 13 Enoland:but among tt 
the ſimple, whoſe capacitie 1s [tie vitfo 
ware, wh1ch will caily recerre cuerte 
ſeals oz p2inf, among ſuch willhe ſound 
his frumpe , Ve ſaith the laſt trumpe 
(hall blowe, by which he vnderſfandeth 
the laff docfrine which ſhalbe pubiiſhed 
vpon: earth. which ts (as he ſaith) thts 
doctrine of H.N. Vow he miſcrably d0- 
eth expound the holte ſcripture vnto tie 
{imple people in cozncrs,myp bcart dot! 
lament: how he d21teth the true ſenſe 
of the holie GhoFt info alleno2ree, 1f vi- 
ficth me to beare; and other wiſe fo in« 
ferp2et the holte ſcripfure,ts fo fficke in 
the tetter,as he vntruly affirmeth.15ut 
wee be vntfo thoie ſimple propic whicy 
doe gue care vato Ich falle teachers ,:

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they can nof with the Lozde our God, 
pleadc ſimplicitte, and 1gao2ance by no 
meanes can ercuſe them , It the blinde 
leade the blinde, they both fall into the 
ditche. ZThe greateſt grefe that J con- 
ceiue : againſt þ Nonices of p Family, 
is,that ſome of them haue bene p2ofeſ- 
ſours of Th2iit Jeſus Goſpel acco2zding 
to the b21ghtneſſe thereof , which by his 
god will and pleaſure he hath reucaled 
in this latter age moſt plentioufly: and 
now by the doctrine of this Vittel are 
declined (o farre , that the frue ſenſe of 
the Goſpel they deſpiſe, and followe the 
vaine and fanfalticall hnmoz of Vittels 
allegozies, a man vtterly vnlearned, 
moze fitte to be a ſcholler in Ch2ilkes 
ſcholc,then an Jlluminat Clder in the 
Familie, and ſo a feacher, Ve that ne 
uer learned Ch:ifte Jeſus truely, howe 
ca he teach Ch:iſt Jeſus toothers? And 
indede , ifhe taught Chuffe Jeſs he 
were tobe bo2ne withall , but that is 
not the marke they ſhote af; Zo ſet vp 
H.N. as a P2ophet, to aduance his p2e- 
ceptes,tocredite his ſpeche, Zo beleue 
that hc 1s Codded with God and cannot 
erre 
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erre, 1s ther whole indettour , Buk a- 
monal the reſt in d&de they inſinuate 
a god life, which they p2etende to fols 
lowe : which ts as the viſard and cloake 
to hide al the reſt of thetr arofſe and ab- 
ſurde doctrine, and thc hoke and baife 
whereby the ſimplc are altogether dc- 
cetued , And this 1s the ſubtiltie of Da- 
than, who otherwiſe could not pzeuatle 
with ſuch bewitched doctrine, except if 
were ſhadowed vndecr the cloake of out- 
ward holineſſe , Fo2 there 1s no ſound 
argument, a cod life 1s all that is re- 
quired fo2 vs fo do, + with this the F-a- 
milie doe ſeme to p2elſſe Gods childzen 
often in conference. Fo2 if y will ſcrue 
to ſaluatton, 1] ſ& not how the Jewe 02 
Lurke can be ercluded, whoſe wozkes 
outwardly(if they be viewed)(hall cons 
demne vs, 

Yowe cloſe vnto the lefter of the 
lawe doeth the Jewe fſticke? Vow wil- 
linaly doc they abide as vagants and 
baniſhed men 1n eueric countrie? Yow 
pitifully doe they rel&ene the bzeth2zen 
whiche want 2 ſo that none ts found to 
want that, which another 1s not rea- 
dy 
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dy fo ſupply: which arc notes # markes 
of charitte,02 loue, and truely im my 0- 
pinton we come not nere the Jewe in 
this point , 

J5ut J p2ay pou, what docth all this 
auaile without a true and a righte 
fapth in Chzilk Jcſus the ſonne of God? 
Zhe Zurke likewiſe 1s a nreat & dilt- 
gft obſeruer ofhis Alcaron, a great faſ- 
fer 0; abſteiner,a great atuer of almes, 
viltgenf in p2ayer , ſcuere in keeping 
his w92de and p2omile, verie charte in 
keeping his Dabbathes , veric obedt- 
ent fo P2inces and Pagiſtrates: and to 
ſpeak truth, in many outward vertues 
doth farre ercell vs Chziſttans, (to our 
ſhame it may be ſpoken,)but what doth 
all this auaple 2 Fo2 ſo much as they 
blaſpheme Ch21lt the ſonne of God, and 
denie his Godhed,and reſurrection,they 
haue no part no2 fellowſhip with vs of 
the pzomiſc of God, touching Chzilt our 
Lo2d,neither are partakcrs of hts mer- 
cic , which th:ough Cheiſte we feele in 
our heartes, to our arcat conſolation # 

comfozt . Without faith it is vapoſlli- 
ble to pleaſe God. 
There 
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Therefo:e, aricht faith in Chaiſfe 
our Lo2d,1s chefely to be required and 
ſought after, and then our wozkes will 
ofneceſſitie follow. Fo2 if is the p2oper 
frutte ofthat excellent tree : a true faith 
can neuer be without his wozks, which 
ſticke ſo cloſe fogether,that they are ins 
ſeparable. A faithfull man can neuer bs 
without god wozkes,no moze then fire 
can be without heafe, And yet a faithful 
man 1s not without ſinne,as H.N. doth 
auouche of his regenerate man , We 
haue many examples to pzoue , that a 
faithfull man oz a regenerat man, doth 
ſinne often,and to vſe the wozdes of ths 

)20phet Dauid:Sepries in dre cadzt inſt, 
ſeuen times aday doth the righteous fal. 
This canot be vaderſtod,but of a faiths 
full and regenerat man, Dauid was re- 
generate when he fell into whozedoms 
and murther.Peter was regenerat whe 
he dented with curſing Chziſt our Lozd, 
Paule was regenerate when he ſolemns 
ly pzonovunced theſe wozdes, Chriſt Ic - 
fus came into the world to ſauce ſinners, 
of the which number I am the greateſt, 


And J am perſuaded that we are neuer 
(a 
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ſone&revnfoGod our Lode, as when 
we feele ſinne moſte heaute , Godcal-s 
leth not ſuch as be emptie , 02 feele not 
the loade of ſinne ; but , come vnto me 
all ye that are laden with {1nne,I will re- 
freſhe y ou. J ſpeake not of the rep20- 
bate,who in deede feele in this life a hell 
in their conſcience,and do diſpatre : buf 
GODDS®S child:cen do feele themſelues 
wounded with ſinne, enen to death, but 
by grace ginen from abone, they doe 
apply that ſouereigne ſalue, that whol- 
ſome medtcine, Chziſte Jeſus , whoſe 
paſſion hath purchaſed, whoſe bloud 
hath cleanſed , whole death hath cured 
all our diſeaſes and maladies . This 
comfo2t zoth H.N. take away from his 
Famlly,and placeth in ted thereof his 
owne p2eceptes, without comfozt to a 
troubled minds. Fo2 h1s docfrine is, 
That we mult grow vp vnto the man- 
ly oldenefle in the louc ,which in plaine 
fearmes,1s to growe to perfection , and 
to be without finne, which they affirme 
in this life fo be bzought to paſſe, Jf 
this be god doctrine, then the holte 
Dcripture 1s contrarie, 1, lohn firſt

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Chapter, If we fay we haue no ſinne we 
deceiue our (clues, and there is no truth

The creature is ſubie&t to vanitie, not of

Chapter, 5.verſe 17, The fleſhe luſteth 
againſt the ſpirite,and the ſpirite againſt 
the fleſhe continually.

5. The whole ſcope of the holie Scrip- 
ture doth p2zone,that God hath ſhut vp 
all vnder ſfinne.

truly aledge Þ they are without Choift, 
Let fhe terrible example of Sharpe and 
Allin moue you focofiver, how deſperat

haiuc the ſwifter damnation, Foz Al- 
niahtie God hath caſt our condifion &

And 
indede, when-4 was earneftly ſolict- 
tedby ſome of the Fanuly to tnibzace 
that way, which the mercie of the Lozd 
kept me from, the firſt ſteppe thatJ 
fhouldhaue entered into the depth of 
their diuinitie, was,fo learne the ſieni- 
fication of the tBeb2ue names of the 
Scriyture,and thereby to expound the 
ſame. | 

What a miſerable caſe 1s this fo ſe& 
the holte &cripfures thus d2awen from 
the true ſenſe, into Allego2ies ;whiche 
may be kaken 'many wayes, euen -as 
the vainecmanimation of man can de- 
niſe 2 And ſurely it is verie pernicious 
and hurtefnll thus to expound the holte 
Stcttiptiire : and yet the ſinpte people 
(not ſceing the decetpte hereof) . doe 
thinke that theſe bee notable men , 
and hane the-ſpirite of GD; and 
that they teache-.thenr ſache thinges 
thereby, as they never; hearde of be- 
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J denienot,bnt ſometimes the allego2y 
may be well applied, and to god pur- 
poſe, but when we apple the allege21c 
fo beſtroy the true ſenſe of p holy ghoſt, 
itis by no meanes fobe admitted, F02: 
if we take ſuch frue hiſto2tes as the ho- 
ly GhoT hath left to his Church, wher - 
by he ſheweth what his wilt 1s, and. 
d2awe the ſame into an allego2ic, what 
vo we leaue certain, that our faith may 
depend Vyon 2 and where ts our hope,if 
allego2ics may haue place 2 Fo2 as J 
ſaide befoze, they expound this place of 
Saint Paule.1,Co2.1;, The laſt trumpe 
ſhall blowe, and the dead (hall ariſc,&c., 
The laſt trump 1s the lafl voctrin wh1- 
che ſhat be blowne vpon theearth, whi- 
che 1s this of H.N, And the dead {hall 
riſe, that 18, ſuch as were dead in ſinne, 
ſhall be raiſed vp by the ſame frumpe of 
boctrine. What a hozrible matter 1s 
this, to ſee the holy Scripture thus d2a- 
wenlike ware vatocuery purpoſe.? A 
man would thinke,that noman hauing 
his ſenſes; would cuer credit ſuch fan- 
fates and vamtics,but J know to mas 
ny, that hane a ſpectall liking of this 
F.v, tca- 
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feachinix,+ do imbzace if as the trueth of 
God, Bany partes of this our countrey 
1s pififully \mared by ſuch vaine fechers 
as Chriſtopher Vittell 1s;yea,not a'few 
minilters of the ſimple ſozt are herwith 
intangled, (with ſozrow J ſpeak if,)and 
J wold to God that the chiefeſt place in 
this realme were fre of theſe men, Jf 
we ſhould examine what is the cauſe of 
this errour : Surely our ſinnes 1s the 
chiefe, which doth pzonoke the tuſtice of 
GDD), fo affilict vs with luch falſe tea- 
chers, and the nealtgence of our mint- 
fiers, which eyther cannof, o2 will not 
unpucne thetr errour in countrie tows 
nes where it 1s imbzaced . The malice 
of Dathan ts not behind, who ſeetngthe 
topful ſucceeding of the Goſpell of Ch21ft 
the ſonne of God,doth ſtirre his tumps 
in his niembers, fo impugne the ſame, 
There ts no Apothecarie in the. wozlde 
able to qualific the bitterneſſe of his po- 
fion 02 medicine, as our enimte 1s fo 
qualifle the bitter and poyſoned: doctrin 
of H.N. & Vittell, with ſuchſweete p2e- 
fences of a holy life and vp21ght conuer- 
fatio,which in ded are but mere viſars

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E cloaks fo ſhadow ho2rible blaſphem tc. 


Such ſubtiltic hath Dathan, that nowe 
enuying Cheilt Jeſus + hts goſpel, doth 
ſtirre vp his members to diſquiet the 
Church of God with this abſurd 4 ſenſ- 
leſſe crrour, And ſurely we were fo2e- 
warned of ſuch ſeducers,that in the lat 
ter fimes would decetue the ſimple : the 
holy Ghoſt doth ſet the fozth what kind 
of men they ſhould be, p2oud boafters,y 
they haue the ſpirite of God, as 1s wits 
ncſed:1, Zim. 4, verſ,1,In the latter davs 
{ome ſhal depart from the faith,and ſhal 
ome heede vnto the ſpirits of errour,and 
dodtrines of diuels. And againe, the 2, 
Epilt.3.chap,verſ.5, Hauing a [hewe of 
godlineſle, but haue denied the power 
thereof: turne away therefore from ſuch. 
Alſo Peter.2,Cpilt.2,Chap, verCl.:. But 
there were falſe Prophetes alſo among y 
people, cuen as there thall bee falſe tea- 
chers among you, which primly {hall 
bring | in danmable herelies,cue denying 
7 Lord that hath bought them, & bring 
vpon them ſelues ſwift damnation, and 
many {hal folow their damnable wayes, 
by whome the w ay of trueth ſhalbe enil 


{poken of. The 
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The ſame Chapter, verſe 21, For it had 
bene better for them, not to haue kno. 
wen the way of righteouſneſle, then af. 
ter they have knowne i it, to turne from 
the holy commanndement 21men vnto 
them. Alſo the Epiltle of Jude, verſe 4+ 
For there are certaine men crept in,whi- 
che were of olde ordained to this con- 
demnation, vngodly men they are, whi- 
cheturne the grace of God into wan- 
'tonneſle, which denie God the onely 
Lord,and our Lord Icſus Chriſt. Thns 
* hath the holy Gholk decyphered all falſe 
teachers , and mucn warning fo his 
chil»2en to beware of them, It is neceſ- 
ſanie that hereſtes be( ſatth @.Paul)that 
thoſe that are perfe&t may bee manife- 
ſted. And ſurely Gods child2en haue 
thereby great friall and ererciſe of their 
faith. and the Lo2de our Cod can make 
ſuch heretiques fo ſerue hts purpoſe, e- 
ucn to his owne clo2y : that his childze 
being ffrengthened by him,arenof ouer 
taken in the flexxhtes and ſabtilties of 
Sathan,no? his impes, but m thegreat 
temptation and ſcas of errours , his 
childzen abide ſtedfaft in the Lozde Jes 
ſus,

their fire and fago?, confinuali warre, 
with hozrible murders on the ore ſide, 
and the Anabaptiſtes, Free will men,Ar- 
rians,Pelagians,amnd the Familie of Loue 
on the other ſide, Ch21ſtes Church hath 
little reſt, and (mall fanour in the ſight 
ofman,but ſpurned at on enery fide, 
25ut bleſſed be the Lo2de our God, who 
in the middeſt of all calamitie and mt- 
ſerie which His childzen daily ſuffer, yef 
can not be d21uen back by any tozment, 
to dente the Lo2d Jelus,no2 bis known 
truth, 1amtfeltev to all the wozld ; and 
the Lo2d railety vp til ſome of his chil- 
d2cn, to withſtand Dathan and all his 
rable, which ftrine againſt arace .

Jn whoie 
cofo2fable pzomiſes we ſkay our ſelues, 
and aſluredly beleuc,that although the 
ſhip of Ch2ift be toſſed vp + downe with 
boiſkrous winds, yet perith it canot,noz 
the leſt y pertaine to hun, No dout,mas 
ny of Gods deere child2en fal into many 
ſnares of erro2s, but they by grace are 
called backe againe,if not willingly,yct 
fo:ceably, ſo that they can not periſh un 
thoſe wayes, Fo2 as onr ſauionr ſaith, 
that ſuch tunes ſhould come, that if if

uers,and your ſelfe deceived. Fo2 iff 
be a frueth thep teach vafo ybu, why 
teach they in co212ecs , Which truckh lo-

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neth not, Enery truth is able fo defend 
it ſelfe,eſpectally the truth of God : any 
if is of that courage x boldneſſe, þ there 
1s no power, ( be itneuerſomightie) 
bat it dare and faft and abide the tri- 
all;fo innincible a vertue 1s truth, Did 
Chziſte o2 his Apoſtles, being th2eate- 
ned not to publiſh a truth, conceale the 
ſame foz feare cf life 2 No verily : to the 
loſſe of life and lumme,they ſtode mn the 
quarell of G9d, againft the ty2ants of 
the wo2ld,and p2ceuatiled, Buf Chriſto- 
pher Vittell pyaur teacher, thinketh if 
ſufficient fo ſeduce you im co2ners, and 
ſuffer you fo be imp21ſoned:but fo2 $:nx 
ſelfe he is ſafe ynough, A good lſhepe- 
heard (ſaith Chat) will giue his life for 
his ſheepe,but your ſhepheards wil nof 
hurte their fingers fo2 their Familie, 
but lurke im co2ners, and d:iude and 
decetue greatly your fimplicitie, Alas, 
why are you ſo bewifched, oz ſo vereft 
of ſenſe, ſo tojmanine, that a moztall 
man, an obſcure Authour, whome you 
nener ſawe no2 knewe, hath onely the 
truth:and all the wo21d elfe ſed1ced and 
deceiued, Joz ſo he him ſclfe confeſſeth:;

Fo2 if 1s witneſſed, 
Hee will haſten his comming, andwwill 
not be {lacke. Yon once did abhozre the 
Pope as Antich2ift, and nowe doe int 
b2ace an Authour, aricht chicken of the 
Church of Rome, who hath opened the 
myltcries of the Baſſe, and cuery tri- 
fling toy therein, at large, in his boke 
intifuled, A declaration of the Maſle. 
Alas b:cth2en,ts your faith which once 
you had in the mercifull pzomiſes of 
Chzilte Jeſus come fo this, that an ob- 
ſcure man, whole perfon you knowe 
not,and whoſe boks you did ncuer vns 
derffand aright, hath ſtopped that liue- 
ly fountaine, that did once flow in you? 
Alfuredly,it is the malice of ſathan at 
ba 
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hath bzought this fo paſſe, » you being 
led out of the way, info the bypathes of 
mans deuices,might per:ſh in the ſame, 
But my hope 1s, that as many of you 
as-pertaine vnto our Lo2d and ſantour 
Ch2ift Jeſus, and are menibers of the 
holy communio: of Daints, tall af the 
laſt be bzought to ſc howe deepe you are 
fallen, and how ſo2e ye haue ben wouns 
ded,eue fo death, by that decetuer Chri- 
ſtopher Vittel, a man bozne(as if were 
of purpoſe)fo2 that intent ; whoſe erre- 
nious ſpirit the Church of God hath ta- 
ſted many ways, And marke thts thing 
well, that man that once 1s enfred into 
hereſtes,4 not wel inclined,ts ſubicc fo 
manifolde temptations of our enimie : 
which is well p2oned in your inftructer 
Vittel, who teaching the monffruous 0 
pimon of Arrius many yeares together, 
now is poſſeſſed with infinike moe er- 
rours, and ts the chiide of deſtruction 
tenne folde wo2ſe then befo2e. It ts a 
wonder to ſe, that men haning once 
knowne Chzilt Jeſus,do nownotwith- 
ſkanding, demie the effect of his office, 
which the doctrine of Henric Nicholas 
C.tj, doth 
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doth-in many pointes, and yet is bele- 
ued and imb2aced very areedily of you, 
yea, aboue meaſure, Jt ſhould appear 
that Chaft was not ſurely fired in your 
mindes, fo2 if he had, no blaſt of H. N. 
Vittell, noz any, could hane ſeparated 
pou from the loue of Ch2iſt Jeſus, Such 
wandering errours are they ſubtect vn 
to, that perfectly doe not imbzace our 
Lo2d Ch:iff, acco2ding to his pzomiſes 
manifeſted and declaredin his woz2de : 
but fede themſclues with fantaſies and 
deuices of men, pea,luch men as neucr 
lerned Chziſt Jeſus truly. Such are ve- 
riffed in the ſcripture, E£xicre 4 n0bs;, ſed 
on erant de nobss : T hey went out fro vs, 
but they were not of vs. Euery errour 
that hath bene in the wozlde, hath had 
ſome patrones and defenders, learned 
aud ſkilfull men in ſcience and arte:but 
this errour of the Familie hath neither 
Anthaar noz diſciple, which are indued 
with true knowledge oz learning, Foz 
H.N. doth deſpiſe ſuch as bzing fozth a- 
ny doctrine out of the learnedneſſe of 
the Scripture,he ſaith,it is all ſeducing 
and lyes,that ſuch-voe pzeach 02 teach,

All 
Scripture appeare to ſuche, couered, ſe- 
cret,in ſignes,and parables: neither com- 
prehend they what y ſame (according to 
y trueth)is.It is ginen onely to the Fami» 
lie of Loxe, to vnderitand the ſecretes 
thereof.

T he diſplaying 
fianifie vnfo his Familie, that none can 
ſpeak the truth but he x his Elders, noz 
none can bnderſtande the ſcripture but 
they.Upon this perſuaſion it cometh to 
palle,y few 02 none in the Familie doth 
credite 02 belene any other that teach, 
except H.N.oz his Clzers, Yow perni- 
fions this matter 1s, if you credife his 
ſpeach,ſhal appeare,And iffruth be tied 
onely to H.N.andhis CElpers, in hows 
miſerable acaſc and all the wozld be- 
ſides : our faith 1s in vaine, our hope ts 
fruſtrate, our comnfo2f in Ch2iffe Jeſus 
quatled, and of all creatures we are the 
molt miſerable. Zo what purpoſe haue 
the child2zei1 of God fought that battell 
agatinſt the wo2lde and wo2lvly power, 
fo defend Ch2iſt Jeſus and his glozious 
Gofpel, with loſſe of life, with all craell 
tozments,thatſathan and his members 
could imagine againft them, if the doc- 
trine which we p2ofetle be lyes and va- 
nities, ſeducing and deceining ? and if 
we vndcrſtande not the Scripture? Fn 
what caſe are-we , if this doctrine be 
true whiche your Aruthour hath ſetfe 
downe 2 But as inother matters - 
bot 
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doeth deceine pou veric deepely, ſo alſo 
in this moſte notably , Foz lette this 
once be planted in your heartes, that 
none can vnderſtande the Scriptures 
but- Henrie Nicholas and his Elders, 
all our tranell is in vaine : no cre- 
dite is ginen to our ſpeache, what ſo 
ener wee ſpeake ts lyes, yon hane no 
regarde thereof, And certainely this

acknowledge the truth:belene not ſuch 
decetued ſpirits , fo2 certainly it is p 4l- 
luſion of Sathan,that ſeeketh to deſtroy 
your ſoules.Paule wifneſſeth, Rom, 10, 
berſ,15, That none can teach the tructh, 
except he be ſent. JFH.N.can p2oue vn- 
to vs,that he 1s ſent of God (as he boa- 
ſeth) then he ts fo be credited : but we 
haue ſhewed that his voyces are not the 
voxceof God, revealed to vs by Chailte 
Jeſus,but meere contrarie: therefoze by 
no meanes tobe credited, Fo2 none that 
is ſent by God, will teach any doctrine 
contraric fo that whiche is reucaled in 
the ſcripture, Fo2 we are not fo belene 
bim,althongh he be an Angel from hea- 
uen. 2Buf H.N.tcacheth not Chit, but 
himſclf,extolling him ſelſc,his doctrine, 
and his wiſdome : which is a foken and 
marke, that he is nofled by the ſpirite 
of God:but is puffed vp with þ arrogant 
p21de of his minde, in boaſting maner, 
whiche Gods chXdzen did never follow, 
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Foz theholie ſpirife doeth p2omiſe fo 
dwell in theman that hath a lowly and 
humble heart, and not in the pzoud and 
arrogant perſon that boaſtcth himſelfe: 
Lhe ſpirit of God is neuer boaſting:but 
in humilitte, mekeneſſe,and patience, 
doth ſet fo2th the glo2y of God 4 Chailk, 
And becauſe we may better take a full 
bewe of H.N. and his ſpirite J will ſef 
downe his owne wo2ds, wherby it map 
be the better diſcerned,of what ſpirit be 
is, Vis wo2des are theſe,
